Mre, Mullen ssid: *We are the mas-
tera und the school divectors are our
servants, pud we don't want any oluss
af men, or, for that watter, any body
of men, to epeak beyond  their
consctence.” This  expression was
the only relevant reforence made
by him on the sulj:ct,und he sat douwa
lenving Lis nuditors in a coufused
plight us to bis meuning or his views,
with the following conclusion: **1 hope
[ have clearly stated my views in this
mutter,” Deep silenea followaed.

Director Grifilth T Davis arode to ex
plain the position of the school board
in the myutter of the Moosie schioal,

He said that the board became cone
vinced that it was n nseless oxpenii-
ture of money to go on yeur alter vear
making lwmprovemoents on the two
school bnildings in Moosie, ns in the
eud they would be still far from the
point which wonld prove to the citi-
Zuns thut noy material good was done
by patehing up old boildings. He ex-
platued the resson why the school term
wus curtailed one month last year
wne becanse o froe text boolk bill was
pussed lust year by the stute legisin
ture und the boardin carrying out the
provisions of thut luw wos foresd to
expend n ldarge ymonat of monvy, leav-
ing & defieit in the trassary.
